KILRAIN BATTLE 
JOHN LS HARDEST 


Sullivan Says Seventy-five 


Round Bout Always Will 
Live in Memory. 


LAUDS WORK OF VICTIM. 


BY JOHN L. SULLIVAN. 

I suppose every fighter in his ring career 
bas had one fight which he remembers above 
ali the others. This is especially true of pu- 
giliste who have held titles in their respective 
classes. In my time I fought some of the 


‘best fighters known to pugilism, and the 


more I fought the better off I was, because 
I detested training, and I never waa in shape 
to put up a good fight after a long layoff. 

You will remember when I did most of 
my fighting the London prize ring rules gpv- 
erned all contests, and it was a lot different 
fighting with bare knuckles from wearing 
gloves and bandages. In my early daye they 
did not offer the purses they are handing out 
nowadays, and we were satisfied to battle 
for almost anything. We depended upon side 
bets for most of our earnings. There ts little 
betfing by the fighters. Occasionally we 
bear of the forfeit money being bet, but such 
cases are rarities. 


No Idmit of Rounds. 

In my time there was no limit to most of 
our fights, and we fought until one of us 
wae unable to go any further or until one was 
knocked out, but of all my fights I never will 
forget my battle with Jake Kilrain at Rich- 
burg, Mies., on July §. 1889. We fought 
seventy-five rounds and I finally won. Each 
of us bet $10,000 om our chances, and of 
course we fought with all the physical power 
we possessed to pull down that money. 

It was a hard, grueling fight, one filled with 
spectacular work, and, no matter how hard 
I hit Jake I could not put him out, and I 
know I hit him as hard a1 ever hit a man 
who took the count. You will remember 
this fight took place just after my return 
from a successful tour of Australia, and we. 
hed a lot of trouble in seouring a site for the 
battle. I believe I trained harder for, this 
fight than any I ever had, ‘for I knew Kilrain 
was a tough fellow, andI also knew he would 
give me a hard battle, for I was aware of 
the fact he could stabd a lot of punishment, 
but J also knew he could | cig aed ne eon ct 
to knock me outs 

oe’ at. the Start. 

When they called time I waded into him 
with absolute fearle.sness, and from the start 
I am sure I was the aggressor, Every time 
I hed him in ae bad way be would slip to the 
ground and save himself from a knockout. 
Several times I thought I landed effectively, 
but Jake always would get up and come back 
for more. We baitied along in this sort of 
magner for forty-three rounds, and then I 
began to feel sick to my stomach. In the 
forty-fourth session I remember my friends 
remarking that my stomach wuld give out 
before I could finish Kilrain. 

“ You're sick, John; let's call it a draw,” 
Jake suggested, and right there he lost what- 
ever chance he had of beating me. Instead 
of wading into me and taking advantage of 
my weakened condition he simply steod back 
with bis hands on his hips and allowed me 
to recuperate some. His remark made me 
mad and I hit him a stinging blow with my 
right and knocked him flat on his back. 


Foul Claimed Not Allowed. 

He got up again and we wert at it just as 
hard as ever. I dropped him again with ' a 
vicious right swing in the forty-fifth round, 
and in that session I was accused of stepping 
on him aa he lay prostrate on the ground, 
but if I did I don't rememiber. It was stated 
after the fight that Kilrain claimed a foul, 
which was not allowed. If it had been I think 
I would have been donea great injustice. 

I soon felt a lot better and stronger and I 
realized that Jake was getting weaker and 
weaker. After the fiftieth round I would hit 
Kilrain hard, knock him down, but he would 
get up and come right back for more. In ell 
my career I never met such a game fighter. 

In bis weakened condition he was unable 
to land a telling blow. I was tiring myself, 
put I wae @ lot str@mger than he was. He 
gradually weakened to the point where all I 
had to do was push him and he would fall 
down, but my blows began to lack 6team and 
I could not hit him hard enough to put him 
out, despite his weakened condition. After 
the seventieth round it was apparent that he 
could not last much longer. In the seventy- 
fifth round he went down from a feeble punch. 
His second threw up the sponge and I was 
declared the winter. 


Kilrain a Game Fighter. 

. EP was beaten up myself, but not nearly so 
badly as Jake, I could not help feeling sorry 
for him and whenever any persons ask me 
what the hardest fight of my career was I 
do not hesitate to say that Jake Kilrain gave 
me the thoughest battie I ever had. He was 
one of the gamest fighteralever met, —

The ex-champion was made 
out a hero of the last stand sort and was sup- 
posed to have gone down and out fighting as 
only Nelson coulé until knocked unconscious. 

The Battier was beaten all right and Moran 
is entitled to great credit for the workman- 
like manner in which he defeated Nelson; but | 
the Dane was not “out” according to the 
common acceptance of the word. For ten 
rounds the fight was a corker, with Nelson 
proceeding in his usual aggressive manner. 
In the eleventh round Moran landed a hard 
right to Bat’s jaw and down went the Hege- , 
wisch boy flat om his back. During the 
round Nelson was floored eix times, but the 
first knockdown blow seemed to have done 
eli the damage. 

Beveral times Nelson fell from light. 
punches or was apparently wrestied to the 
floor. On one occasion he took advantage of 
a double count by a Httle foxy play. He ac- 
complished this by dropping back to one 
knee after having regained his feet following 
a knockdown. This left the Battler open to 
disquaiification, but the referees did not look 
et ee eee 

foul, 


Knockout Peculiar One. 


It is the ending of the fight that interested 
me particularly. In the pictures it looked 
‘aa if the Battier fell the last time from weak- 
ness and after getting up to his knee watched 
Referee Selig count off the fatal ten seconds 
without making an effort to get to his feet. 
Immediately the referee declared Moran the 
winner, Nelson rose and wanted to resume 
hostilities. So the knockout, as it was called, 
was obly a technical one, as the loser was 
far from * out.” 

The qu m naturally arises, why didn’t 
the Dane get to his feet within the time limit, 
es he was on his knee long before the count 
had ended? Was he so dazed that he didnot 
fully realize that he had been given the full 
count, or was he unable to hear the referee 
@istinetly, as many of his friends contend? 
It is my belief after looking at the pictures 
' several times that the Dane had not fully re- 
covered from the effects of the first punch 
and was so dazed from hitting the floor so 
often that he was unable to respond sooner. 
Nobody questions Nelson’s gameness, but it 
was rather surprising to see Bat take the 
count in this way. 


Nelson Aggressive Till End.

France Returns as Promoter. 


‘Supporters of the stock car idea in Amer- 
ican competitions find coneiderabie encour- 
agement in the announcement: that’ France 
hag decided to promote a stock car road 
race in 1911. As in this country, the clasei- 
fication wilt be meade according to piston 
displacement, cars of from 3 to 3.3 inch bores 
being eligible, while the stroke cannot be 
more than twice the bore. This will make 
four road races in all that France hageesched- 
uled for mext season, showing that it is de- 
termined to * come back” if such @ thing 
is possibile.

NYTHING Sates the present 

activity in the central district ex- 

tending back for several weeks past 

has not been witnessed for a long 

time, a records have been shat- 
tered both in the way of land deals alone, as 
witness Mrs. ‘Netcher’s $2,000,000 purchase, 
as well as the cost of proposed improve- 
ments, as in the cage of the proposed Insur- 
ance exchange, the permit of $4,000,000 be- 
ing the largest ever taken out for a single 
building to be erected for private parties in 
the history of the city. 

Last week witnessed a continuance of this 
same activity, and while nothing developed 
of the magnitude of the transactions above 
noted, nevertheless there were two of marked 
importance, the lease of the Continental 
hotel property at the southeast corner of 
Wabash avenue and Madison street by John 
B. Mallers, who plans to erect thereon a 
twenty story office building to cost at least 
$1,000,000, and the long term lease of the 
Equitable property at the southwest corner 
of Dearborn and Waehington streets. 


Interest in Mallers Deal. 
The Mallers deal has ae particular interest, 


beth because of the magnitude of the im- 
provements contemplated, as well ae the fact 


’ that it removes from the market a plece 
Of property which for a decade or more has 


greatly interested brokers and operators 
for the reason that it has been one of the 
exceedingly few remaining large corhers 
in the heart of, the central district on the 
market and susceptible of improvement to 
good advantage. 

It has been the subject of many negotie- 
tions, and has been especially sought after 
during the last two years, during which 
time there has been a keen inquiry for high 
class corners in the central district suscepti- 
ble of improvement to advantage for pur 
poses of permanent investment. 

The ground, which was leased from Alex- 
ander A. McKay, has a frontage on Wabash 
avenue of 97.17 feet to a ten foot alley on 
the south, and a frontage of 171.7 feet on 
Madison etreet to an eighteen foot alley on 
the east. It contains aliogether 16,684 square 
feet and is leased for a term of ninety-nine 
years on the basis of an annual rent of 
$40,000 for the first ten years and $50,000 
for the remaining years of the term. 


Valuation of Property. 

Capitalized on a 4 per cent basis this would 
give a leasing value of $1,000,000 for the 
first ten years and $1,250,000 for the re- 
maining eighty-nine years. This is approx- 
imately at the rate of $12,004 a front foot 
for the Webaesh avenue frontage, $7,074 for 
that on Madison street, and $73.40 a square 
foot. The negotiations were conducted by 
Perkine B. Base & Co. through Frederick T. 
Hoyt, agem for McKay. 

It ig the purpose of Mr. Mallers to pro- 
ceed with the construction of the 
building atf once, plans for which have been 
prepared, and the structural stee! ordered. 
Ita cenetruction will complete the improve- 
ment of all the four corners at the intersec- 
tion of Wabash avenue and Madison street, 
the others being occupied by the Heyworth 
building, the ten story building of Mandel 
Bros., and the seventeen story Kesner build- 
ing. 

Mr. Mallere long has been identified with 
operations in central district property and is 
@ pioneer in this fie. He has erected nu- 
merous buildings in what is now known as the 
loop G@ietrict, his operations extending over 
Lake, Madison, La Salle, and Market streets, 
Pitth avenue, and Jackson boulevard. 


Erects First “Skyscrapers.” 

He erected the first seven story building 
fin Chicago at the northeast corner of Fifth 
avenue and Quincy street.

WEBB ASKS. CHANGE 
~ IN TAXING SYSTEM. 


Joseph J. Webb, newly elected member of 
the board of review, told members of the 
Cook Count? Real Bstate board during the 
week that a new system of taxation must be 
instituted before the people of Chicago oan 
get relief from tax troubles. He announced 
his intention to do hie best to equalise the 
tax burdens in Cook county, and particularly 
to alleviate conditions affecting the owners 
of smal} home properties. 

“* In the first place,” said Mr. Webb, “ there 
should be any arn wes ene | 
greater equality ween the burdens borne 
by reaky and borne by personal prop- 
erty. In QCook county about 76 per cent of 
the taxes come from reaky. In other places 
the tax burden is sheared almost equally be- 
tween the two classes of property. Another 
matter for adjustment is that of assessment. 
Only when all property is justly aesessed 
will we have a low tex rate. 

“To encourage good citizenship, the small 
home owner must begncouraged.
